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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 02 February 2006 amends claims 1, 4, 24, 3 1, 39, and 
cancels claims 7-9, 15, 26, 33, 37. Applicant's amendment has been fully considered and is 
entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 02 February 2006, with respect to the Otsuki reference have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous claim rejections in view of Otsuki have 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 4, 6, 14, 16-25, 27-32, 34-36, and 39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose or make obvious an encryption algorithm management system wherein a terminal and a 
management center renew a commonly held cryptographic key every time the terminal transmits 
a request for an encryption algorithm. The renewed cryptographic key is used to encrypt a 
second cryptographic key, which is used to encrypt an encryption algorithm. The encrypted 
second key and the encrypted algorithm are transmitted to the terminal, where the second key is 
decrypted using the renewed key and the encrypted algorithm is decrypted using the second key.
